United States to be the most prolific in 


aud one pig for every six. 

France has a like proportion of sheep, 
a double share, comparatively, of cows, 
| but only one pig to six persons. 

The Swedes have a cow between three 
and one-half of them, a sheep between 
two and three-quarters, and a pig to a 
baker's dozen. 

There are as many sheep as there are 
Norwegians in Norway, when they are 
all at home, and two and one-half of 
them—the Norwegians—are entitled to a 
cow. They can only have one-eighteenth 
of a pig each. 

Denmark has a cow for three persons, 
as many sheep as persons, and a pig for 
four and three-quarters persons. 

Prussia, with her usual uniformity, has 
un equal number of cows and pigs, one to 
every five inhabitants, besides « sheep 
apiece all round. 

Wurtemburg has a quarter as many 
cows as people, a sheep to two and threc- 
quarters, and a pig to seven. 

Bavaria rates the same as Wurtemburg, 
as to cows and sheep, and is as much 
better off for pigs, as one-fifth is better 
than one seventh. 

Saxony has a sheep and a pig for 
every eight persons, and a cow for every

Holland has a cow to four, a sheep to 
four, and a pig to twelve persons. 

Belgium, a cow to six, a sheepto nine,

This was a bill filed by J. J. Cohen 
and others, citizens and tax-payers of 
the city of Rome, praying for an injunc- 
tidn to restrain the Mayor and Council 
of said city, from levying and collecting 
an extraordinary tax for the payment of 
the interest due on certain described 
‘bonds, as*well as for the paynient of said 
bonds issued by said city, on the ground, 
that said bonds were illegally and fraudu- 
lently issued, and that the same may be 
declared null and void. ‘The defendant 
answered the bill, as well as other parties 
who were holders of the city bonds, and 
who were allowed to come in as parties 


The bill did not waive dis- 


covery, but required an answer to the al- 
legations made therein. On the hearing 
of the application, the presiding Judge, 
acting as Chancellor, granted the injunc- 
tion, restraining We levying and collect- 
ing an extraordinary tax to- pay the in- 
terest coupons attached to the bonds is- 
sued by the Mayor and City Council of 
pay the subscription for stock 
to the North and South Railroad Company 
Georgia, and the sixty- 

bonds issued to redeem 
what is called city currency, num'ered 
from one to sixty-five, inclusive, but re 
fused the injunction to restrain the rais 
ing, by extraordinary tax, money to pay 
000 00 bonds, called fire bonds, 
and interest, and interest coupons on the 
bonds called the Memphis Branch Rail- 
road Company’s bonds, and the water 
works bonds. Whereupon both parties 
The complainants allege in 
their bill, that the bouds were issued by 
the defendant, without authority of law, 
andthat the same were irregularly and 
fraudulently issued by the defendant 
The defendant denies in its answer the 
allegations of fraud, and sets forth the 
manner, and the purposes, for which the 
bonds were issued. The main control 
ing question in this case is, whether the 
defendant had, asa municipal corporn- 
tion, lawful authority to issue the bonds. 
If it did not have the lawful authority to 
do so, then the bends are void, and no 
extraordinary, or other tax, should be 
levied and collected to pay them, or the 
interest due thereon.
